TRUMP IMPEACHED 


House: After bitter debate, Democratic majority charges president with abuse of power, obstruction

WASHINGTON » The House of Rep- 
resentatives on Wednesday im- 
peached President Donald Trump 
for obstruction of Congress and 
abuse of power, making him the 
third president in history to be 
charged with committing high 
crimes and misdemeanors and face 
removal by the Senate. 

On a day of constitutional con- 
sequence and raging partisan ten- 
sion, the votes on the two articles 
of impeachment fell largely along 
party lines, after a bitter debate 
that reflected the deep polariza- 
tion gripping American politics in 
the Trump era. 

All but two Democrats supported 
the article on abuse of power, which 
accused Trump of corruptly using 
the levers of government to solicit 
election assistance from Ukraine 
in the form of investigations to dis- 
credit his Democratic political ri- 
vals. Republicans were united in 
opposition. It passed 230-197, with 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi gaveling the 
vote to a close from the House ros- 
trum. 

On the second charge, obstruc- 
tion of Congress, a third Democrat 
joined Republicans in opposition. 
The vote was 229-198. 

The vote set the stage for a his- 
toric trial beginning early next year 
in the Senate, which will have fi- 
nal say — 10 months before Trump 
faces reelection — on whether to ac- 
quit the 45th president or convict
